Hatful of Dreams 


From Al Coffman, our correspondent in 
Detroit, came the following story about 
a promising new jockey. 


When Johnny Sellers began riding in 
1955. he was a youngster with a hatful 
of dreams. Until last week all of them 
went unfulfilled. 

As a green apprentice, the stringbean 
rider frem Tulsa, Okla.. dreamed of get- 
ting into the winner’s circle. On March 
7, 1955, at Sunshine Park he made it. His 
winner was Delphi, given first money on a 
disqualification. Five days after the thrill 
of his maiden victory he was set down for 
10 days. 

Later that spring, after a run of good 
foztune at the Fort Miami meeting in 
Toledo, he won a chance to ride at the 
Detroit Race Course. In 4 weeks he rode 
25 winners and was head-and-head with 
veteran L. C. Cook in the jockey race. 


Then came a call from trainer Harry 
Trotsek, who owned Johnny’s contract. 
“Come to Chicago at once.” Trotsek order- 
ed. Sellers rode at Arlington Park and 
and Washington Park with fair success. 

By this spring Johnny had bought his 
contract back from Trotsek and returned 
to Detroit for the 60-day meeting at Hazel 
Park. 

For 9 weeks 19-year-old Johnny chased 
Howard Craig, a steady veteran. With 
only 2 days of the meeting left he caught 
up. On the 59th day he passed Craig to 
lead 61 to 60. 


Both Sellers and Craig were booked to 
ride every single race on getaway day. 

Four straight times Craig finished 
second, and 3 times Sellers was in front of 
him. In the fifth race Craig dropped back 
to third, and again Sellers won. 


Johnny had won 2 claiming events, then 
the $5,000 Cradle Set Purse and the $5.000 
Riverama Purse—and he was far from 
through. He nursed M. H. Van Berg’s 
Dagazha home by a neck in the $7.500 
Auld Lang Syne Handicap. 

There were 2 races left. In the eighth 
Sellers brought Doc M. D. charging home 
by a head for No. 6. He still had the 
favorite Beryldon left in the Farewell 
Purse. 

The 20,245 fans roared with anticipation 
as Johnny made his move at the head of 
the stretch, but O’Reigh pulled away from 
him to win by five lengths. In 16 starts 
this year O’Reigh had failed to win. 

Sellers had no complaints, though. He 
had ridden more winners in one day than 
any other jockey in the 8-year history of 
the track. He got a kiss from council- 
woman Blanche Parent Wise for winning 


the Riverama Purse. Track president 
Richard Connell presented him with @ 
gold wrist watch for leading the jockeys 
with 67 winners. 


Sales Notes

Leslie Combs II’s colt by *Alibhai— 
Spring Beauty had left the sale ring a 
few moments before, enriching Combs by 
$55.000, and Thomas Piatt’s filly by Alsab 
—Sun Monia was having her turn. The 
bidding hung on $1,200, and auctioneer 
Geerge Swinebroad put down his gavel 
and leaned half-way out of the stand: 
“Now looka here—some of these cheaper 
horses are just gonna beat the hell out of 
these expensive horses. Yes, man. Now 
you better buy somathem.” The filly got 
$800 more. 


Mr. and Mrs. F. Warrington Gillet, of 
New York and Maryland, who were in 
Lexington last week for the sale of Mere- 
worth Farm yearlings at Keeneland, will 
fly to England August 19. They will 
spend 2 weeks attending races and visit- 
ing horse farms in England and Ireland. 
Before starting their trip abroad they will 
be at Saratoga for 2 weeks of racing and 
the Saratoga sales. 


Martha Headley Johnston, daughter of 
Lexington’s Hal Price Headley, fell last 
New Year’s Eve and broke her hip, and 
this summer she still was on one crutch. 
Driving: to Keeneland on Sunday, July 28, 
she was involved in an automobile 
accident, this time broke some bones in a 
foot. She now is back on 2 crutches. 

The day after Martha Johnston broke 
her foot, her sister, Adele Headley, went 
into the hospital for an emergency ap- 
pendectomy. 


Among the spectators at Keeneland 
where Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth J. Edwards, 
of Fenton Farm, Warrenton, Va. Fenton 
Farm will sell its first yearlings at auction 
—colts by Ferd and Loser Weeper—at 
Garden State Park in September. The 
Ferd colt was the reserve champion at 
this year’s horse show at Millwood.

THE WEEK’S RACING 


CALIFORNIA 


No Foul, by Unanimous Decision 


Det Mar. In The Blood-Horse of July 
28 J. A. Estes posed a couple of questions 
in connection with the recent running of 
the Starlet Stakes at Hollywood Park. That 
was the race in which the George Lewis 
Stable started a 4-horse entry and finished 
first with Lucky Mel, third with Joe Price, 
fifth with Darling Adelle, and sixth with 
Mr. Sam S. In second place was Llangollen 
Farm’s Nashville. 

After the race Nashville’s rider, Ismael 
(Milo) Valenzuela, lodged a claim of foul, 
stating that Darling Adelle had interfered 
with his mount. Footnotes of the Daily 
Racing Form chart stated that Darling 
Adelle “lugged in on him” (Nashville) 
part of the way. 

Editor Estes took it from there. ‘“Pre- 
sumably the stewards were right as 
usual,” he wrote. “They were there to 
weigh the evidence, and we were not. But 
we hope they had better reason for the 
decision than was given in the United 
Press story that ‘Ralph Neves was trying 
to keep the filly off Nashville.’ ” 

Estes concluded: “If there was a better 
reason—if, for instance, the stewards con- 
cluded that Darling Adelle did not inter- 
fere with Nashville—then it would be well 
if, for once, the stewards took the public, 
and other officials, into their confidence 
and explained the basis on which the rul- 
ing was made. The only acceptable reason 
for disallowing Valenzuela’s claim was a 
finding that there was no interference.” 


Questions Answered Quickly 


To this reporter the above sounded like 
“a story.” If Estes were right, a state- 
ment should certainly be forthcoming from 
stewards. If his conclusions were based on 
a misrepresentation of facts, that, too, 
should be brought out. In any event, he 
asked a couple of questions. The answers 
were here, so we set about to get them. 

It so happens that the board of stewards 
at Del Mar is the same at Hollywood Park, 
with Wendell P. Cassidy, presiding, James 
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J. Tunney, and W. C. Buchanan, represent- 
ing the California Horse Racing Board. 
This reporter showed them the article in 
question, entitled “The Infallibility of 
Stewards.” 


Cassidy’s immediate reaction was to 
issue @ statement in reply, as I had request- 
ed, then he had a better idea. He grabbed 
a telephone and called Hollywood Park. 
asking them to send the film patrol of 
the Starlet Stakes to Del Mar immediately. 
He then extended a blanket invitation to 
all newspapermen to see the films the 
next afternoon. 


Those who accepted the invitation were 
Paul Lowry, of the Los Angeles Times; 
Maurice Bernard, of the Los Angeles 
Examiner; Nelson Fisher, of the San 
Diego Union; Kent Cochran, columnist for 
Daily Racing Form, and this reporter. 
These gentlemen unanimously agreed that 
the films showed not the slightest basis for 
a disqualification. In fact, it was the 
unanimous opinion that Nashville came out 
at the eighth-pole and bumped Darling 
Adelle harder and interfered with her more 
seriously than she had bumped him at the 
314-furlong pole. 


Minor and Nothing at All... 


The movies showed plainly that Nash- 
ville had ample room along the rail at all 
times, and that never was Darling Adelle 
“laying into” him or “lugging in” on him. 
Just before they reached the 3-furlong 
marker Darling Adelle bumped Nashville, 
then took off immediately. 
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Rounding the turn, Nashville was still 
well off the rail and was not crowded in 
any way by Darling Adelle on his right. 
In fact, Valenzuela hit Nashville several 
times with a left-hand whip and showed 
him the whip from the left-hand side—as 
though he were trying to force the colt out. 

At the furlong-pole Nashville came out 
and bumped Darling Adelle hard, then 
went on to take second place by a safe 
margin. 

Lowry wrote in the Los Angeles Times 
on August 6: “The inference in The Blood- 
Horse story is that Neves was trying to 
keep Darling Adelle off Nashville. The 
filly did brush Nashville on the back- 
stretch, but it was minor and nothing at all 
compared with what Nashville did to 
Darling Adelle between the quarter-pole 
and the eighth-pole. . . . No one but the 
Nashville crowd took exception to the 
ruling at Hollywood Park and the: movies 
were not viewed by the press at the time. 
. .. They were shown here this week, and 
if there is a stronger word than ‘frivolous’ 
for Valenzeula’s claim it should be used.” 

Steward Tunney said that in a day’s 
racing there are perhaps a dozen cases of 
minor bumping similar to the brush be- 
tween Darling Adelle and Nashville at the 
314-furlong pole, and steward Buchanan 
added: they had discussed fining Valen- 
zuela for making a frivolous claim. 

It seems that immediately after the run- 
ning of the Starlet Stakes, Charley Whit- 
tingham, very able trainer of Llangollen 
Farm, went to Valenzuela and asked, 
“Were you bumped?” Valenzuela said he 
was. “Then claim a foul,” he was advised. 

Presiding steward Cassidy reported that 
Valenzuela said he would not have made 
the claim of foul otherwise, and that when 
films were shown to Mrs. Richard Lunn, 
owner of Llangollen Farm, and Whitting- 
ham the next day they were perfectly 
satisfied that their colt had not been 
fouled. 


The Other Evidence 


There is one more thing. Immediately 
after stewards had reached their decision 
following the inquiry, they sent a report to 
the press box describing the bumping that 
Darling Adelle gave Nashville on the 
backstretch, and the bumping he in turn 
gave her in the homestretch. The stewards 
said the contact on the backstretch was 
minor, which indeed it was. 

The next day the following was made

available to the press box in the customary 
film report: 

“#1C Darling Adelle (Neves) break- 
ing from next to outside came in on 
natural course. Leaving the 1% brushed 
with #4 Nashville (Valenzuela) who was 
racing well off the rail under left hand 
whip and was reluctant to go to the inside. 
#1C Darling Adelle (Neves) and #4 
Nashville (Valenzuela) racing head and 
head around turn, near the 1%, #4 Nash- 
ville under left hand whip went out and 
pushed #1C Darling Adelle away from 
him. Jockey Valenzuela lodged a claim 
of foul against jockey Neves. The inquiry 
sign was posted and after viewing the 
motion pictures the stewards unanimously 
agreed that #4 Nashville was not bothered 
during the running of race other than 
being brushed leaving the 14. while he in 
turn brushed and pushed #1C Darling 
Adelle out nearing 1%.” 

That would seem to be letting the public 
know exactly what had taken place in the 
race. In fact, it seems to answer Estes’ 
questions as completely as I’m sure he 
would wish. Rosert HEBERT

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MARYLAND 
Come and Get It 


The owners of Swaps and Nashua last 
week challenged each other to a “rubber” 
engagement, and Pimlico race track made 
its bid to get the 2 together. 

Pimlico will increase the value of this 
year’s Pimlico Special from $50,000 to 
$100,000 — “if Swaps and Nashua can be 
included among the starters.” The Special 
will be run on Thanksgiving Day, Thurs- 
day. November 22. 

Louis Pondfield, executive director of 
Pimlico, said that the Special could be at- 
tractive for the 2 horses because the con- 
ditions of the race are flexible, “being 
confirmed to suit the contestants invited 
each year.” 

Pondfield said he had “no intention of 
letting the Special become just another 
race,” even if Swaps and Nashua are not 
on hand. He pointed out the possibility 
of a contest involving Needles, Swoon’s 
Son, and Count of Honor. “We are open 
to proposals for any kind of championship 
race that will be in keeping with high 
standards and color of this classic.” 

The owners of Swaps and Nashua sug- 
gested a return engagement — but neither 
side included the Special among the races 
on its schedule. 

In a letter to Rex Ellsworth, Leslie 
Combs II, leader of the syndicate which 
owns Nashua, listed 4 races in which 
the *Nasrullah colt probably would com- 
pete this summer and fall: Atlantic City 
Handicap, August 11; Saratoga Handicap, 
August 25; Woodward Stakes. September 
29; and the Jockey Club Gold Cup, Oc- 
tober 13. 


Combs’ letter, in which he was joined 
by John W. Hanes and C. J. Devine, said, 
“The owners of the great race horse. 
Swaps. have from time to time expressed 
the desire to meet Nashua a third time. 
As a committee representing his owners, 
we have drawn up a schedule of races in 
which Nashua is entered and in which we 
hope to have him run, provided he re- 
mains sound and fit. ... We are making 
public this schedule today in hopes that 
Swaps will also run in some or all of 
these races. This gives his owners ade- 
quate time to prepare their schedule. and 
we sincerely hope they will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity.” 

Ellsworth and trainer Meshach Tenney 
told a reporter of the Daily Racing Form 
that they planned to remain at Washington 
Park until Labor Day, then would go to 
Atlantic City and Garden State Park. 

They said they were considering the 
Washington Park Handicap, September 3. 
and the United Nations Handicap at 
Atlantic City, September 15. 

“In addition there will be ample time 
on our schedule this fall, aside from these 
2 events, should Nashua and his interests 
care to meet Swaps in a special race. We 
have no further comment to make at this 
time.” 


NEW YORK 


Bold Ruler's New Injury 
Wheatley Stable’s Bold Ruler. consid- 


ered one of the best 2-year-olds in the 
East this year, last week injured a hock, 
and trainer Jim Fitzsimmons said it was 
doubtful if the colt would race again this 
year. 

By *Nasrullah—Miss Disco. by Discov- 
ery. Bold Ruler is unbeaten in 5 races, in- 
cluding the Youthful and Juvenile Stakes. 
He injured his back in the Juvenile, but 
he had been recovering satisfactorily and 
had been expected to start during the 
Saratoga meeting. 


MICHIGAN 


Tempest and Sunshine 


Detroit. The 58-day meeting of the 
Michigan Racing Association got off to a 
sputtering start last week when its first 
program attracted only 11.742 fans, the 
lightest opening-day turn-out since the 
track was built in 1950. 

On the first Saturday, however. despite 
a 6-hour morning rain which washed 2 
horses out of the 9-horse field for the 22nd 
running of the Col. F. M. Alger Memorial 
Handicap, the largest Saturday crowd in 
2 seasons showed up — 17.920 persons. 

In the Alger Memorial, the track’s first 
stakes race of the year, Mrs. George C. 
White’s Trip Lightly, a trim 5-year-old 
daughter of *Princequillo and _ Bright 
Trace. outran 6 male rivals to gain her 
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first stakes victory. She caught Roman 
Spy after the first furlong and went on 
to win by a length and a half in 1:12 flat 
for the sloppy 6 furlongs. Apprentice Joe 
Gregory. who had handled the mare in her 
3 other triumphs this year, was aboard 
again. 

Earlier in the season Trip Lightly had 
won decisively in 2 overnight handicaps 
at Hazel Park before racing secretary 
Horace Wade stopped her with assign- 
ments of 122 and 120 pounds. She now 
has a record of 4 victories in 8 starts this 
year, with earnings of $22,290. A year 
ago she was the “bridesmaid” horse of 
Detroit racing, finishing second 7 times 
while winning only one of 16 races. For 
all her frustrations in 1955, the White 
mare still earned $17.920 in allowance 
races and overnight handicaps.

*King's Evidence 


Edward L. Stephenson, who brought the 
English sprinter *King’s Evidence to the 
U. S. in 1954, this week moved the 5-year- 
old from Monmouth Park to his farm at 
Warrenton, Va., and announced his inten- 
tion to put the horse in stud service next 
year. 

*King’s Evidence, a bay, foaled in 1951, 
is by the prominent speed sire Court 
Martial (by Fair Trial) out of Queen’s 
Pleasure, by Mieuxce. He was one of the 
leading 2-year-olds of 1953, when, in 4 
starts, he won the Windsor Castle Stakes 
at Ascot (beating *Poona II, Rowston 
Manor, and others) and the Prince of 
Wales’s Stakes at York, both at 5 furlongs. 
He was second to *The Pie King in the 6- 
furlong Richmond Stakes at Goodwood, 
after setting the pace, but was beaten 
only 2 lengths. The margin in itself gave 
him some distinction, since nothing else 
finished so close to the top 2-year-old of 
that year. 


As a 3-year-old *King’s Evidence was 
fifth in Darius’ Two Thousand Guineas, 
but failed to win later. He was brought 
to the U. S. in the same year (1954), but, 
according to Stephenson, “had suspensory 
trouble which prevented him from showing 
his terrific speed.” 


Death of Tiger 


Tiger, a 21-year-old stallion by *Bull 
Dog, on July 31 died at Douglas M. Davis 
Jr.s High Hope Farm, Versailles, Ky. 
Cause of death was reported as an intes- 
tinal disorder. 

One of the best 2-year-olds of 1937, 
when he won the Arlington and Washing- 
ton Park Futurities and finished second 
to Menow in the Futurity Stakes at Bel- 
mont Park, Tiger won 9 of 24 starts in 
3 seasons and earned $61,400. 

In the stud Tiger sired several good 
horses, most of which were at their best 
at distances under one mile. His stakes 
winners include Circus Clown, Tiger Wan- 
der, Siama, Tre Vit, Tiger Rebel, Rose- 
mary B., Hickory Hill, Dynamic, Blue 
Tiger, and Tiger Call.

Dogoon, which can be counted upon to do the 
right thing in a 6-furlong race, did the best he 
could in the Clang Handicap, but as in the Myrtle- 
wood Handicap it wasn’t enough to handle Clai- 
borne Farm’s tough little Delta, which hung it 
on the colts for the third time this season. 

E. Gay Drake’s colt broke out of the gate first, 
and Jockey Dave Erb hustled him through the 
first 6 furlongs in a bristling 1:09. Delta was 2 
lengths back. Steve Brooks cracked the filly going 
into the stretch, and she caught the leader inside 
the sixteenth-pole, and won by a head in 1:2156, 
only three-fifths of a second slower than Dogoon’s 
own track record. Second choice to the Drake 
colt, she paid $7.60. 

Delta previously had won the La Salle, Myrtle- 
wood, and Arlington Matron Handicaps. 

Delta’s pedigree and family particulars 
in The Blood-Horse of May 19, page 1120.

On July 14, after Swoon’s Son beat Ben A. Jones 
in the Arlington Classic, jockey Dave Erb opined 
that this was the best 3-year-old he had ever ridden 
—a judgment that ranked E. Gay Drake’s colt 
above Swaps and Needles, among others. For the 
one-mile Sheridan Handicap 3 weeks later the bettors 
made Swoon’s Son an odds-on favorite, and Ben A. 
Jones—named for the Calumet Farm trainer—went 
off at odds a little longer than 7-1. 

Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Olympia gelding Flight 
History made the early running, and at the end 
of the first half he held a 4-length margin over 
Dark Toga. Ben A. Jones was fourth, nearly 6 
lengths out of it, and Swoon’s Son was fifth, 2 
lengths farther back. Willie Shoemaker then began 
to move Ben A. Jones forward, and Swoon’s Son 
went with him. In the stretch Ben A. Jones 
pulled ahead to win by 4 lengths in 1:34%, only 
three-fifths of a second slower than Bernwood’s 
track record, set exactly 5 years earlier. 

Erb offered one explanation for his mount’s 
defeat: “The horse’s head was turned far to the 
left and almost touching the ground when the 
gates opened, and I'd say he was at least 6 lengths 
back of the last horse before he got into stride. .. . 
You just can’t spot a good horse like Ben A. Jones 
7 pounds and all those lengths and beat him.” 


Ben A. Jones (left) handed Swoon’s Son his first defeat of the year in the 
Sheridan Handicap at Washington Park. Swoon’s Son (hoops on sleeve) finished 
second, 4, lengths behind the winner and one length in front of Dark Toga. 
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It wasn’t the first time that Ben A. Jones had 
defeated Swoon’s Son when he wasn’t supposed to, 
In the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap last October, 
the Faultless colt handed Swoon’s Son his first 
defeat in 6 races since the previous April. This 
time he spoiled a record of 5 previous races with. 
out defeat in 1956. 

Ben A. Jones was bred by John B. F. Randolph, 
of Cincinnati, who had bought the dam, Stamp 
Album, for $1,900 at the 1952 Keeneland fall sales, 
Stamp Album dropped Ben A. Jones on April 13, 
1953, at Randolph’s Shadyside Farm, near Lex. 
ington. Randolph sold the colt at the 1954 fall 
sales for $2,000 to Carrie C. Hillock. At 2 Ben A. 
Jones won one of 4 starts for Hillock, then was 
sold privately to Henry D. Maggio and J. J. 
Gregory for a reported $25,000.

With Nashua absent from the Brooklyn Handicap, 
withdrawn because his owners disliked the burden 
of 132 pounds, the race produced a rousing contest 


between 2 colts which had given the miilion-dollar 
horse some of his worst moments this year — 
Dedicate and Midafternoon. Mrs. Jan Burke's 
Dedicate, which had led Nashua nearly all the way 
before going down to defeat by 1% lengths in the 
Suburban Handicap on July 4, was the favorite over 
Switch On, Find, and Midafternoon, in that order, 


Eddie Arcaro hustled the favorite to a lead at the 
start, and, swinging around the club house turn, 
he had a 2-length lead over Alfred Vanderb/It’s 
Find. Midafternoon, conqueror of Nashua in the 
Metropolitan Handicap, was about 6 lengths back 
in sixth place. Nearing the far turn, Find began 
to close on the leader, and Midafternoon moved up, 
The 3 ran shoulder-to-shoulder around the last turn, 
and as they turned into the stretch Midafternoon 
had his head in front. Inside the eighth-pole both 
Midafternoon and Find appeared to have the edge; 
but in the last sixteenth Arcaro put the leather to 
Dedicate, and he bounced across the finish a head 
in front of Midafternoon, which had a_ head to 
spare over Find. The time of 1:5545 was three- 
fifths of a second slower than the track record. 

Said Arcaro: “This dude was really rolling at 
the finish.” 

The Brooklyn was the first stakes success this 
year for Dedicate, winner last year of the Dela- 
ware Valley and Jersey Stakes. He is the fifth 
foal of the good race mare Dini, a half-sister to 
Lochinvar, wh'ch was bred by Joseph M. Roebling. 
She won 27 races in 6 years, and completed her 
career in the stable of W. C. (Bili) Winfrey, 
whose sister Jan (Mrs. Edward Burke) took her 
over as a broodmare. 

For *Princequillo, which stands at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky.. the Brooklyn 
provided the eighth stakes winner this year.

On December 15, 1955, the Belair Stud stock 
was sold out, and the famous old colors of the 
late William Woodward Jr. left the race track. 
Belair’s 12 yearlings and 9 of its race horses 
were sold on a sealed bid of $205,000 to John S. 
Kroese. of Teaneck, N. J. The broodmares and 
weanlings were sold for $410,000 to a syndicate 
formed by Miss Mildred Woolwine, and Nashua 
went to a syndicate put together by Leslie Combs II. 

Kroese kept the yearling fillies by *Nasrullah— 
Marguery and Double Jay—Rabletta, and on Jan- 
uary 25 he resold the rest of his Belair stock for 
301,000 at a Hialeah Park paddock sale. 

The *Nasrullah filly, named Marullah, won her 
first start on May 8 at Jamaica. In 5 other 
starts before the Sorority Stakes she won 2 allow- 
ance events and was second to Miss Blue Jay in 
the Fashion Stakes and to Leallah in the Colleen 
and Astoria Stakes. The bettors made her 1 to 2 
over I. J. Collins’ undefeated Roman filly Herb’s 
Miss, which had been headed only briefly in 
the first of her 3 races. 

Kroese’s filly stayed within a half-length of 
Herb’s Miss through the first quarter, took com- 
mand on the turn, and won by 2% lengths under 
mild urging. 

Marullah became the third stakes winner pro- 
duced by Marguery, a daughter of the great pro- 
ducer Marguerite. Marguery was one of the 
mares bought by the Woolwine syndicate, and 
when the syndicate resold the stock at Keeneland 
on January 6 she was knocked down for $22,000 to 
Charles Alsop, bidding for Ernest H. Woods, of 
Birmingham, Ala. At the same sale a_ yearling 
brother te Marullah went to Hill-N-Dale Farm 
for $30,000. After the sale the mare was taken 
to H. Burnett Robinson’s Winter Quarter Farm, 
near Lexington, which Alsop manages and where 
Woods boards his mares. 

Alsop this week said that Marguery, with a 
*Nasrullah filly at her side, is in foal to Count 
Fleet. 

“That'd make her pretty valuable, wouldn’t you 
say?” Alsop said, “I might even sell her for 
Mr. Woods; he said I should if I thought it was 
the right thing.”

The Coven- 
try Stakes winner, Messmate (Blue 
Peter—Run Honey. by Hyperion). was 
third in the Richmond Stakes. a length 
behind the favorite. Red God is trained 
by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. 

Geodwood’s 5-furlong Molecomb Stakes 
on July 31 resulted in an easy victory for 
Major L. B. Holliday’s Pharsalia (Pano- 
rama—Verdura, by Court Martial), which 
appears to be the best English 2-year-old 
filly to date; she had won ker only 
previous race. In fourth place, beaten 5 
lengths, was the French-bred filly Jini 
(Nesca—Silver Lass. by *Bahram). which 
on July 8 had won the Grand Criterium 
d’Ostende in Belgium. 

Among the older sprinters at the Good- 
wood meeting the 3-year-old Matador 
(Gelden Cloud—Spanish Gallantry. by 
Mazarin) gained distinction by winning 
the 6-furlong Stewards’ Cup under the 
record weight of 128 pounds. Matador 
had won the July Cup under the colors of 
Mrs. J. E. Ferguson. At Goodwood he 
raced for Stanhope Joel, who bought him 
when Mrs. Ferguson had failed to interest 
U. S. buyers after her husband’s death. 

The one-mile Sussex Stakes went to the 
Irish Two Thousand Guineas’ winner 
Lucero, which won by 114 lengths from the 
Poule d’Essai second El Relicario (Relic 
—Saponite. by *Epinard). 6 lengths in 
front of Ratification. The 5-furlong King 
George Stakes had only 4 starters, but all 
were among last year’s best 2-year-olds. 
The Aga Khan’s filly Palariva (Palestine 
—*Rivaz, by Nearco), under top weight of 


126 pounds, headed Edmundo in the last 
furlong and won by a length. The others 
were Vigo and the Irish filly Sarissa. 


Though the program in general favored 
sprinters. the great race of the meeting 
was the Goodwood Cup, 25g miles, at even 
weights. It resulted in a rousing stretch 
duel and a half-length victory for the 1954 
Irish Derby and St. Leger winner Zara- 
thustra (Persian Gulf—Salvia, by San- 
sovino) over this year’s Gold Cup second, 
Bewitched (Sayani—Consolation, by Fox- 
hunter). The others, badly beaten, were 
Borghetto and his stablemate Garigliano. 

Zarathustra. owned by T. J. Gray. is 
something of a marvel to English turfmen, 
Tom Nickalls has written: “He is by far 
the best horse without a trace of imported 
blood to win a distance race in this country 
since the war. The National Stud ought to 
buy Zarathustra—even if it means selling 
all its mares!”

; at Lexington won't be until February. but 
already the place is beginning to look 
something like the Thoroughbred nursery 
; which John A. Bell III had in mind when 
1 he and his wife Jessica bought it. 
a Bell got the farm at public auction on 
‘ February 11, 1954, from the estate of 
William Keller, a tobacco farmer. It 
r once had belonged to Edward Corrigan, 
the fabulous race track speculator and 
horseman who made and lost 2 or 3 for- 
tunes before dying broke 32 years ago in 
Kansas City. Most of the buildings which 
Corrigan erected on the farm were there 
when Bell took possession, but since about 
1930 there hadn’t been a horse on the 
place and the improvements were run 
down from long disuse and abuse. 

Bell and his attractive wife very nearly 
had to start from scratch. Barns were

leaning at reckless angles, fences were 
down or useless for horses, most of the 
pastures were overgrown with weeds. 
Worst of all from the standpoint of im- 
mediate comfort, the old house had _in- 
adequate plumbing, and its walls and ceil- 
ings were spoiled by many coats of paint 
and layers of peeling wallpaper. 

“See that door—solid walnut.” Bell 
said the other day. “Jessica and I worked 
a whole week-end scraping the damn paint 
off.” 

Other doors in the house got the same 
treatment. So did huge mantels. library 
shelves. other woodwork. Wallpaper was 
sieamed and scraped away. modern baths 
and plumbing were installed, a new wing 
was built to accommodate a growing fam- 
ily, a new patio was enclosed and paneled.

most of the Bells’ money and most of their 
time went into the farm. 

First there had to be good barns. Road- 
side superintendents advised that the tilt- 
ing stallion barn be torn down and a re. 
placement built. Bell weighed this ex. 
pense and decided against it. He propped 
the barn up, put in new footings. made 
other repairs, and wound up with an 8-stall 
stallion barn of substantial construction 
for much less expense than it would have 
taken to rebuild. 

There wasn’t much trouble fixing up the 
yearling barn, a solid building which need- 
ed no shoring up. A huge rectangular 
brick structure, from the outside it looked 
something like a small factory. It needed 
nothing more than cleaning and minor 
repairs. In one corner Bell built a glass- 
enclosed laboratory. 

There was good grass in the front fields. 
and here Bell built some paddocks. Along 
the road and boundary lines of the prop- 
erty he planted multiflora roses. He also 
put one row of the rose hedge between 
paddocks for colts and fillies, and in the 
spring of 1955 the sales yearlings were 
taken from his father’s Jonabell Stables 
to the new farm. 

One of the first major problems was re- 
juvenating the other fields, getting a good 
stand of grass. Bell tried cutting the 
weeds and sowing grass, but a summer- 
time drought killed the young grass and 
he decided he'd better try something else. 

“T put manure on a field, in the spring 
plowed it under. Then I grew a tobacco 
crop, cut the field up again, sowed rye, 
bluegrass, timothy, and orchard grass. In 
the spring I grazed it with cattle and

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sowed clover and lespedeza. Now I keep 
running cattle in and out as circumstances 
dictate. 

“What we’re trying to do is to get the 
fertility up to grow tobacco, then cultivate 
it, thereby preparing a wonderful base for 
grass. 

“We also used another approach. In 
one area I went in and limed the ground, 
then added manure and fertilizer, plowed 
this under in the fall, then reseeded and 
grazed it. 

“The plans are to lay out the pasture 
in such a way that I can rotate tobacco 
from field to field — whichever seems to 
need rejuvenation. This way, I'll be using 
the tobacco to help the horses. By this 
fall there will be very little of the farm 
that won't be in good grass.” 


Coraopolis to Princeton 


John Bell grew up on a Pennsylvania 
farm of his father, John A. Bell Jr.. who 
now lives in Sewickley, about 14 miles 
northwest of Pittsburgh. When John was 
a boy the elder Bell owned a 1,200-acre 
dairy farm at Coraopolis, where, in addi- 
tion to Holstein cows, he bred Clydesdale 
horses. 

“That’s really where the horses began, 
in Coraopolis. Dad experimented with 
Belgian stallions, crossed these on Clydes- 
dale mares, and got a hell of a good horse. 
He started breeding to Remount stallions 
and raised some hunters. 

“Then some man in Philadelphia died 
and left his estate with 8 Thoroughbred 
broodmares, and our veterinarian talked 
dad into buying the package. 

“The farm in Coraopolis was sold— 
that’s now the site of the Pittsburgh air- 
port—and dad moved to a new place 
in Sewickley. I don’t know how, but some 
way he got in touch with Tom Cromwell 
—this was in the mid-30’s — and invited 
him up to see the horses. The result of 
all of that was he sold the mares, went 
to Saratoga, and bought some yearling 
fillies with Mr. Cromwell’s guidance. 
Bought Dark Discovery there. you know.” 

While most of this was going on, young 
Bell was attending Hill School at Potts- 
town, then Princeton University, from 
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Schlosser’s Farm, Fort Lauderdale, Florida

Paleontology was his 
specialty at the time, “and actually if 
things hadn’t been so tense I would have 
done graduate work.” 

As a Princeton junior John went on a 
Geology Department mission to Montana, 
where he had held a job on a ranch a few 
summers before and had become acquaint- 
ed with the countryside. In Montana Bell 
found a fossil which geologically linked 
a couple of eras in animal development. 
and this find caused quite a bit of excite- 
ment in professional circles. 

“[ just stumbled across the thing. It 
was just like you were walking down the 

_street and found something everyone had 
been looking for. All I had to do was 
pick it up.” 

The experience in Montana and_ the 
young man’s interest in geology probably 
would have merged into a career, but the 
war came. and Bell, 4-F because of his 
eyes. decided he should be doing “some- 
thing more important than graduate work 
in paleontology.” 

He went to Harvard and began a course 
in industrial engineering, thinking this 
might be of some value in the war effort. 
So the Army drafted him. 


When he was released from the Army 
in 1946 he felt “somehow” that it was 


too late to return to his studies. “So I 
came down here to take a look at some of 
the stock dad had boarded out at several 
different farms, and for a couple of 
months I rode the rounds with Dr. Art 
Davidson. Decided Id like to stay. 

- “IT talked to dad about getting a farm 
of his own, and suggested that. if he 
would give me what he then was paying 
in board bills. I could go into business. 
He agreed, and in January, 1948, we 
leased 260 acres from Hamburg Place and 
called it Jonabell Stables. I was the 
manager, that’s all.” 


Joint Management 


Bell still is the manager of Jonabell 
Stables. where he and his father have 
bred Battlefield. Hull Down, Halter, and 
Reneged, and raised and broken Never 
Say Die and Sir Mango. He also is the 
owner of the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency. 
which he bought from Tom Cromwell 
about 4 years ago. 

The Bells’ broodmares and those of their 
clients (Robert Sterling Clark. Alberta 
Ranches, Paul Mellon. Mrs. John R. H. 


Thouron, Mrs. Thomas Bancroft, Harry 
N. Eades. P. W. Salmon, S. A. Alexander, 
and J. F. McHugh) are kept at Jonabell 
Stables. on the Winchester Road. The 
stallions (*Our Babu, *Royal Vale. Coun- 
ty Delight, Stone Age, Level Lea, and 
Sir Mango) and the yearlings are kept 
at Bell’s own farm on the Bowman Mill 
Pike. 

“There still is a lot of work to do out 
here.” Bell said of the new farm. “I've 
dene all I can do easily. We've got to 
build some more roads. and we've got to 
get water and electricity to the right 
places. I’ve got enough pasture for the 
horses here now — 3 acres to the horse — 
but there still are about 80 acres which 
need rejuvenating.” 

And there still is a lot of work to be 
done in the house, a lot of paint that still 
needs scraping, a lot of decorating and 
polishing. Most of this can wait a while. 

Last week John packed Jessica and one 
of their (two) children (“Jimmy is stay- 
ing home with the stud groom”) into the 
station wagon and set out for Saratoga. 
The 6 yearlings which Jonabell Stables 
will sell at the spa were to be along 
shortly.

BY-PRODUCT 


Two of the offspring of Marguery, an 
18-year-old sister to Gallant Fox and 
Fighting Fox, made news on August 1, one 
as a sire, another as a stakes winner. 

At Monmouth Park, Marguery’s 2-year- 
old daughter Marullah, by *Nasrullah, 
won the Sorority Stakes for her fourth 
victory in 7 starts. Owner John Kroese 
had obtained the filly as part of the racing 
stock of the Belair Stud of the late William 
Woodward Jr. last December. He resold 
most of the stock but kept Marullah. 

Whirling Fox, Marguery’s second foal, 
was credited with his first stakes winner 
when Swamp Fox won the Heresy Stakes 
at Fort Erie. Whirling Fox had his best 
season at the track as a 2-year-old. Al- 
though unable to win a race at 2 he was 
second to Citation in the Futurity and to 
Relic in the Hopeful Stakes. At 4 he won 
the Long Branch Handicap. He stands at 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat’s Panorama 
Farm. Forest Hill, Md. 


The Jockey Club recently reported the 
sale. without papers. of Alexis, a 14-year- 
old gelding from the first crop of *Helio- 
polis. One of 2 stakes winners from the 
first crop of 3 foals of *Heliopolis (the 
other was the sire Helioptic), Alexis was 
purchased as a yearling from Coldstream 
Stud in 1943 by Christiana Stables for 
$8.100. He won at least 2 races in each 
of the 12 years he raced, winning 43 races 
in 253 starts and picking up a part of the 
purse 121 times while finishing second, 
third. or fourth, He won the William 
Penn Stakes at 2 and the Quaker City 
Handicap at 4 and finished second in the 
Belmont Futurity in addition to placing 
in 13 other stakes. 

Alexis finished racing for a claiming 
price of $1,500 at Wheeling in West 
Virginia in 1955. His lifetime record: 253 
starts, 43 wins, 56 seconds, and 45 thirds. 
He also picked up checks for running 
fourth 20 times. Total earnings: $183,404.

Keeneland Recapitulation 


Until the yearling sales at Keeneland 
last week were nearly half-way through the 
closing session most of the vendors had 
the impression they were selling on a 
market much weaker than that which had 
produced a record average in 1955. Even 
after the explosive eruption of high prices 
in the last 2 or 3 hours of selling some of 
them were still speculating on the reasons 
for a depressed market. despite the fact 
that the average was a whopping $9,891 for 
350 head. 

The number of interested parties who 
still held the opinion, when the results 
were all in. that the yearling market had 
weakened represented a_ rather small 
minority. There were more potential buy- 
ers on the grounds than ever before, 
apparently with more to spend than ever 
before. After days of looking over the 
crop some of them went away without 
buying anything. The ones who did buy, 
in the main, fixed lower limits on their 
bidding because they found fewer genuine- 
ly satisfactory individuals among the offer- 
ings. For some reason the Kentucky year- 
ling crop appeared less attractive than 
usual to buyers. 

The flurry in the closing hours of the 
3-day auction series brought a record num- 
ber of prices above the $40,000 mark, but 
the over-all distribution of prices was more 
like that of 1952—when the Keeneland 
summer average was $7,438—than any of 
the intervening years. Sixty per cent of 
the 1956 offerings could have been bought 
without going above $7,700, whereas in 
1955 it would have taken a maximum of 
$9.500 to obtain a similar proportion. 

A small part of the lower bidding could 
be attributed to the fact that the catalogue 
included the highest proportion of fillies 
in the history of the Keeneland auctions. 
There were 54 per cent colts, as compared

with 58.1 per cent in 1955 when the extra- 
ordinary average of $11,167 was reached. 
The average of 189 colts was 11.7 per cent 
lower than in 1955; the decline in average 
price for 161 fillies was 6.6 per cent. The 
average for colts still was higher than in 
1954. 

In the closing hours of the sale the 
record for a yearling filly sold by auction 
was broken twice, going first to $62.000. 
then to $63.000. For the third year in 
succession a *Nasrullah colt at Keeneland 
reached $80,000 in the bidding, but the 
$86.000 record of last year held up. 

Complete summaries of the 3 afternoon 
and 2 evening sessions of selling were 
given in The Blood-Horse last week. On 
the following pages the sales are re- 
capitulated in various categories. Next for 
the buyers: Saratoga and Del Mar.

Pimlico's Day for Distance 


Our compliments and best wishes are extend- 
ed to Pimlico Race Course and executive director 
Louis Pondfield for the program of distance rac- 
ing announced this week. They will offer, on 
November 22, “when Pimlico expects its biggest 
crowd of the year for the 20th running of the 
$50,000 Pimlico Special,” a program of 8 races, 
the shortest at a mile and 70 yards, with 2 races 
at 114 miles. 

They also plan a handicap series made up of 
races at 1 3/16 miles on November 14, 1'4 miles 
on November 22, 134, miles on December 5, and 
2 1/16 miles on closing day, December 15. These 
races will be open to horses which have started 
for a claiming price of $5,000 or less. 

“If there are enough horses to make our one- 
day program of all long races successful, we will 
schedule one or two more such days during the 
fall meeting,” Pondfield said. 

The chance of developing so much distance 
racing at an American track is a little better than 
that of finding 6 Marilyn Monroes and 2 Abraham 
Lincolns in a high school graduating class. But if 
any material part of the plan becomes an actuality, 
and if the result is successful enough to encourage 
other tracks to move in the same direction, then 
Pimlico becomes our nomination for Track of the 
Year. 


From speed and stamina the breed is develor- 
ed and improved. With either of them ignored, 
American racing has no capacity in itself for 
improving the breed. But one track cannot revive 
distance racing. Pimlico and who else? 


The European Tour 


The recent announcement of the itinerary for 
The Blood-Horse’s first annual Thoroughbred 
tour of Ireland, England, and France provoked 
numerous expressions of enthusiasm and requests 
for brochures giving full information. Some of 
the applicants were substantial Thoroughbred 
breeders who were “definitely interested” in go- 
ing this year; others thought it might be impos- 
sible to make the trip this year, but were interest- 
ed in the success of the first European party be- 
cause they wished to make plans to go later. 


The decision as to whether the first annual 


weeks. A_ favorable decision depends upon 
definite commitments from between 15 and 18 
persons fairly representative of American Thor- 
oughbred racing and breeding. In the absence of 
such commitments—consisting of $200 deposits, 
refundable if cancellation becomes necessary—the 
1956 party will be called off. Whether an attempt 
will be made to organize a similar trip in 1957 
will depend upon the demand for it. 

The party is to arrive in Ireland the morning 
of September 22 and remain there until the after- 
noon of September 26, when it is scheduled to fiy 
to London. (The sales at Dublin begin September 
24.) The week in England includes visits to stud 
farms, racing at Ascot, and racing and sales at 
Newmarket. On October 4 the party is to fly to 
Paris, where the Hotel George V will be its head- 
quarters during a week of sightseeing, visits to 
stud farms, and racing. High point of the racing 
to be seen will be the running of the famous Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe at Longchamp on Sunday, 
October 7. 


European interest in the tour is indicated by 
the number of invitations extended to the party. 
Some of these, the ones which fit into the pre- 
established timing of the tour, have been accepted, 
and they promise to add immeasureably to the 
pleasure, interest, and education of the party. 
There will be time also for sightseeing, shopping, 
and business. 

There is no great urgency on the part of 
The Blood-Horse to “sell” this tour, despite the 
extraordinary interest the itinerary holds; it is 
proposed only as a service to breeders and others 
interested in American racing, if there is 
sufficient demand for such a service. 

On the other hand, there is considerable 
urgency that those who have expressed an interest 
in joining the party should let us know their 
intentions as soon as possible. Some of those who 
already have made deposits wish to plan individual 
trips if the party fails to go, and a decision must 
be made in time to allow them to make arrange- 
ments. 

Several—about half—of those who have 
given indications of a desire to join the party have 
inquired whether they have the privilege of re- 
maining in Europe for a longer stay at their own 
expense, without forfeiting the return ticket in-

BOSTON 


In these days when a horse can earn a $200,000 purse for 
less than two minutes work, it is difficult to place the racing 
merit of Boston in its proper perspective. He won 40 races 
and $50,700 in 45 starts from 3 through 10; from 1836-41, 
he probably was the premier race horse in the world. He 
won or received forfeit in 17 straight races from 3 through 
5; then after losing his first start at 6, he proceeded to tri- 
umph in 19 consecutive races. Thirty of these victories 
came in grueling 4-mile heat races. At one stage in his 
career, Boston’s owners offered to bet $50,000 against $40,000 
and run Boston in 4-mile heats against England’s best 
horses of any age, allowing the English to name their horse 
at the start of each heat. The offer was not accepted. 


Boston was bred by John Wickham of Virginia and was by 
Timoleon (best horse of his day) out of Sister to Tuckahoe 
(winner of her enly start). There was a form of whist 
popular at the time called boston and legend has it that 
Wickham wound up a game one night indebted to Nathaniel 
Rives for $800. Transfer of the 2-year-old Timoleon colt 
to Rives followed soon afterward and if the early sale was 
not, at least the colt’s name was the result of a game of 
cards, 


Like other great horses whose performances eclipsed all 
others of their times, Boston’s most famous races were those 
in which he was beaten. Boston had been put back in train- 
ing after serving a full season at stud in 1841 and had won 
four 4-mile heat races between Sept. 30 and Oct. 21 to extend 
his conquests to 36 in his last 37 races. On Oct. 28 he met 
the great mare Fashion for the first time and suffered his 
most crushing defeat. Showing no inclination to run what- 


ever, he finished behind the distance pole, 240 yds. to the 
rear. A rematch was inevitable and evolved into a North 
vs. South affair which drew some 40,000 persons to Union 
Course on Long Island in the spring of 1842. Boston with 
126 lbs. went off the favorite with Fashion carrying 111. The 
9-year-old stallion led for the first three miles, but Fashion 
prevailed in the final lap to win by a length in new world 
record time of 7:32%. Boston appeared worse for wear in 
the second heat and Fashion, after turning back a deter- 
mined challenge on the third lap, won by 60 yards. 


Old White Nose ran four more times that year, winning 
three and finishing third to a really indifferent sort of 
horse, Milton Brown. He made his final start at 10 and 
won it. 


Boston was a huge success at stud despite limited oppor- 
tunity in his first six seasons. He led the list of sires for 
three straight years after his death in 1850 and was second 
in 1854. Boston stood his first two seasons between spring 
and fall racing campaigns, his third in Hanover County, 
Va., and the next three in Washington, D. C. From these 
crops came Red Eye, undefeated at four miles and winner 
of 33 races; he was rivaled only by other sons and daughters 
of Boston — Bostona, Financier, Gold Pin, and Nina. Bos- 
ton’s final three years were spent in Kentucky at Col. E. M. 
Blackburn’s farm near Versailles. There he was afforded 
his best books of mares and although so infirm as to require 
a canvas hoist to raise him to his feet, sired his best horses 
which included the great Lexington, his rivals Lecomte and 
Arrow, Madeline (granddam of Iroquois), Wade Hampton 
(19 wins), Die Clapperton (16 wins), and many others.
